Uittil har transport av fangst fra det ene 
sted til et andet foregaat ved bjtelp av en 
almindelig fangstnot derved at denne omdan- 
nes til en pose. Dette opnaaes ved at notens 
underside (synk-siden) treekkes op i en baat. 
Dette medfflrer visse ulemper sferlig den at 
man under ophalingen av notens synkside let 
kan miste en storre eller mindre del av 
fangsten. 

Foreltegende opfindelse gaar nu ut paa 
en not ved hjaelp av hvilken fangst let og 
eikkert kan transporteres. 

Vedlagte tegning viser nogle utfDrelses- 
former for opfindelsen. 

Fig. 1 viser en saadan not under slaep- 
ning Bet ovenfra. Fig. 2 og 3 er grundrids 
resp. siderids av en anden utforelsesform for 
opfindelsen. 

Noten A er hensigtamsessig kasseformet 
med bund aapen oventil og er langs den 0vre 
kant forsynt med hensigtsmsessigc flytelegemer 
C, saasom kork, kagger etc ; langs den nedre 
kant er anordnet synk D. For at noten skal 
boldes utspilet er dens to hjorner E og F 
(fig. 1) forbundet med begge euder av en baat 
G eller et andet flytelegeme paa saadan vis i 
at notens sidekant H traekkes stram. Fra I 
denne baats begge ender ferer slaepetaug 1 1 



og J til slsepebaaten K. Ved den paa fig. 2 
viste utforelsesform er der i oiemed at holde 
noten utspilet anordnet en stang L mellem 
notens diagonalt motstaaende hjorner M og 
N ; slaepningen foregaar derved at slsepetauget 
forbindes med et av notens hjerner O eller 
P, hvor stangen L ikke er forbundet. 

Ved den paa fig. 1 viste utforelsesform 
er notens sidevcegger R avskraanet indad mot 
bundflaten B og til avstivning kan der anord- 
nes taug S mellem notens flyter- og synkkant. 

Ved den paa fig. 2 og fig. 3 viste utfo- 
relpesform er notens sidevsegger lodret nedad- 
ragende.

Apparatus for transporting and catching such as live fish, herring, brisling etc. 

The present invention concerns a seine for transporting live fish, herring, brisling, etc. 

Previously the transport of a catch from one location to another has been done by using 
a common catching seine by this being restructured to a bag. This is being achieved by 
the underside of the seine (the sink-side) being hoisted into a boat. This represents 
some disadvantages, especially the one that the sink-side of the seine during the hoisting 
easily may lose a larger or smaller part of the catch. 

The present invention concerns now a seine by the aid of which the catch easily and 
safely may be transported. 

The enclosed drawing shows some embodiments of the invention. 

Fig. 1 shows such a seine during towing observed from a bird's view. Figs 2 and 3 are 
basic views and a side view, respectively, of another embodiment of the invention. 

The seine A is suitably box-shaped with a bottom open at its upper side and is at its 
upper edge equipped suitable buoyant bodies C, e.g. cork, kegs etc.; along its lower 
edge is provided a sinker D. For the seine to be kept distended its two corners E and F 
(Fig. 1) are connected with both ends of a boat G or another floater on such providing 
the side edge H of the seine to be drawn tight. From both ends of this boat towing ropes 
I and J lead to the towing boat K. In the embodiment shown in Fig. 2, it is for the 
purpose of holding the seine distended provided a pole L between the diagonally 
opposing corners M and N of the seine; the towing being performed by the towing rope 
being connected to one of the corners O or P of the seine, where the pole L is not 
connected. 

In the embodiment shown in Fig. 1 the side walls R of the seine are tapered inwards 
towards the bottom surface B and for bracing there may be provided ropes S between 
the floating and sinking edges. 

In the embodiment shown in Figs. 2 and 3 the side walls of the seine extend vertically 
downwards.

Apparatus for transporting a catch such as herring, brisling, or other kind offish, 
comprising in a known manner a box-formed upwards open, downwards and sideways 
closed seine, 

characterized in that it is kept distended during its towing either by two of its 
corners being connected to each end of a boat (G) or other buoyant body being towed 
crosswise, there leading ropes (I and J) from the ends of the boat to a towing vessel (K) 
or by the aid of a pole (L) provided between two of the diagonal corners of the seine, 
whereof its towing rope is connected to one of the corners if the seine where the 
distending pole (L) is not secured. 
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
